Making (more) room for Jesus in your own 

It is tough being a parent. Trying to make 
ends meet and balancing the needs and wants 
of your family—careers, groceries, soccer 
practice—often something must go. 
Unfortunately that “something” can end up 
being time for God. 

Looking a little closer, one might discover 
that it isn’t just fitting in time for religion and 
faith. Making room for Jesus in your home 
isn’t something that is second nature. 
Learning how to incorporate faith into our 
daily lives is a challenge. Nonetheless, we 
need it and our children need it! After all, we 
are our children’s first teachers. 

Here are some suggestions for making your 
home a place of faith, and some ideas on how 
to follow through. See if you can incorporate 
these into your daily lives or weekly 
schedules. 

Start the year off right. Know when you’re 
wrong or have made a mistake - and let that fit 
into life. 

• Teenagers are good at pointing out their 
parent’s mistakes, but how often do they have 
to hear about their mistakes from you? It 
really isn’t necessary to point out every 
mistake someone living in your household 
makes. See the situation from a different 
perspective and lighten up! 

• Say you’re sorry. Children learn best from 

the their parents example. If you had a rough 
day and ended up losing your temper with 
your children, don’t be afraid to tell your 
children you are sorry. They will be more apt 
to apologize or admit their wrongs when they 
have good examples. We all make mistakes. 
Make it a point to say the words at least once 
this month and encourage your children to do 
the same. 

• Go out of your way to do something nice for 
someone in your family you may have hurt. 
Attend something important to him or her, 
make an effort to spend an extra few minutes 
with him or her today, or help him or her with 
a task like chores or homework.

WHEN: On or near Super Bowl Sunday in February (February 3, 2008). This movement includes money 
donation drives, service projects and food collections on or around Super Bowl weekend, transforming the 
most celebrated time in football into one of the nation’s largest youth-led service movements.
